The secret i»alh»t is a protection to the |)oor, 
to the (juiet and the timid voter, and we do not 
believe any community will surrender it. 

But as to the qualification of a voter, that is 
anotlier matter. Reasonable and impartial 
((ualitleations, desiL^ied to tletermine the fitness 
of the voter to jjerform his duty, might ac- 
com])lish great good.
